RITUAL CANDLE BURNING 


Candle burning provides symbolism that makes our prayers com- 
plete. We do not pray to candles, we pray to God. Candles serve to 
illaminate the path to successful prayer. There are many conditions 
wich it i said may be neutralized or harmonized by the burning of 
the proper candles. You may well wonder what candles to bura in 
crder to induce a specific vibration fora particular objective, In avense, 
the selection is largely a matter of individual interpretation, 


‘There are many schools of thought concerning the symbolism of 
color and ita influence upon the individual. Perhaps the most popular 
‘opinion is that in regard to the usage of Astral colors. Among. astrolo- 
‘eer it in a well recognized principle that a person's actions are gov- 
‘erned by the sign under which they were bora. Each sign in tur, i 
‘governed by certain planets and to each sgn have been assigned cor- 
‘tain gems and colora which are said to be attuned to those born under 
‘each sign. These colors are known as Astral Colors, Below we give the 
‘generally accepted lst ofthese colors. Where one color is stronger in 
{ts influence itis indicated with CAPITAL letters. The other eolora 
are of secondary of leaser influence, but still far more harmonious 
‘than any colors not mentioned under each aign,

VIBRATORY INFLUENCES: 
OF COLORS. 


‘The color ofa candle (or of anything in your immediate environ 
ent) is like a “key” which unlocks a certain compartment of your 
subconscious mind, and of your entire being. Thase who cannot act 
ally “see” colors can nevertheless feol their vibratory effects, becassse 
‘Pigment is matter releasing energy at a certain rate of speed, oF “wave 
length.” That wave-length, or frequency activates, or energizes acer 
tain part of your being as it penetrates your sight or your aura. Itx 
‘mpulaed are transmitted to your brain along the nerve routes, 


Each color carries the vibratory effects of one of the Planetary 
inuenes, andr oe of the four “element, ~ Earth, Fit, Ai, oe 
ter, 


‘Tha actual symbolization of each color will be found to differ with 
futhority, tradition, or school of thought, and i the final analysis, the 
‘only netual true authority for you is yourself! 


However if you are not quite sure what each color means to you, 
‘or “reminds you of or "makes you fe! lke,” here are some universal 
{uidelines from the fields of paychology, art and religion, which you 
‘ay or may not accept: 


BLACK 


‘Thin is the most controversal ofall. Wo wil try to represent both 
pects ofthe controversy, and you must decide for yourself. 


‘There are those who feel that black is “evil”, and disparage the 
thought of ever burning nny kind of black candle in fear that st “re- 
leases” all sorts of bad or dangerous influences. Ifyou have been pre- 
viously conditioned to this type of belief, it is probably best that you 
follow your own intuition about it, beeause itis your sub-conscious 
‘mind with which you are dealing in your selectica. 


For those with a more open atitude, who have not been 29 


conditioned, there is a completely different, and more scientific ide 
of the story. 


Black isthe absence or void of any and all coloring, thereforo it 
does not radiato or emit any vibration of its own or at alli Aw a matter 
of fact, being void, itis of female /nogative polarity ~ absorbing rather 
than emitting any energy. Then, ax it burns, it “releases” only that 
which has been placed into or upon it, So, how you have charged it 
determines whether itis “good” or “evil”. Always be certain to prepare 
the eandle earefully prior to burning it, observing the ritual of leans- 
ing and exorcism to thoroughly remove any impressions previously 
placed on it through manufacture and handling in the store. 


Black represents the “still of the night’ inertia, the deep cold and 
tranquil waters ~ the deepest recesses of the unconscious mind. A 
‘burning black candle symbolizes “light coming out of the darkness” 


‘Therefore, sinco it doos not exert any interfering energies of ita 
‘own, it sa fine cholce for meditation purposes, and psychic develop- 
ment. Many like to burn a black eandle when they are requesting 
something of a “miraculous” nature ~ that is, a joyous outcome to a 
rim or impossible situation. There ishardly abetter choice, or asuit- 
fable substitute in banishing rituals of the most serious type.

‘White is the balanced prosence of all exlors in synthesis. ft thero- 
{fore gives off a very positive and powerful vibration, White can be 
‘used as a substitute for any color if you want is unavailable at the 
time. So keep well stocked with white eandlen for emergencies. 


‘White traditionally symbolizes Purity, Truth, Sincerity, Virtue of 
all kinds and the highest Spirituality. 


RED 


Red is the color of Life's blood, and emits a very strong, positive 
‘vibration. The Red influence incites (or excites) Passion, whether it 
bbe for love, sex acquisition, an intense desire of any nort, courage, 
‘energy, strength, and radiant health. Red candles are often burned 
for protection against any prychie attack, physical harm inflicted 
through Black Magie performed by enemies, and to conquer fear or 
Tasiness 


PINK 


Pink in a color which generates affection, selfgenerosity, slew 
reas Tt i an excellent choice for matters of domeate, or “tue” love, 
‘sit symbolizes Love, Honor, Togetherness, Gentleness, and Spiritual 
fulfilment. Pink candles may be burned for some healings, especially 
‘of the spirit. Vivid, deep pinks help to “break up” bad prevailing con 
ditions of many kinds, as they certainly dispel gloom and negativity 
“Hlot Pink" is a color of great joy and sensual pleasure. 


ORANGE, 


Orange ia closely akin tothe Sun of midsummer. It is therefore a 
color of great power, It symbolizes enthusiasm, fun, vitality, stim 
tion, adaptability, attraction, and friendship. I is burned for success, 
‘and also to draw o attract good things and friendly people.

YELLOW 


Yollow isthe color ofthe Air element (which governs mental acti: 
ity) and ita radiations stimulate the intellect and imagination. It sym 
bolizos Adaptivenoss, Creativity, Skills, Commerce, Medicine, Diplo- 
macy, Counselling, and sudden changes. 
GREEN 

Green isthe color of the Venus planetary influence, and also of 
tho productive meadows of the Eatzh. It therefore symbolizes Nature 
‘and Material gain, Fertility, Abundance, Good Fortune, Cooperation 
Generosity, Good Health, and Renewal. 


Grecn candles are burned to gain money, to bring abundance of 
any kind, or tobring about matrimony Alsoto retain or regain a youth 


{ul appearance; to “oosen up” a skinflint; also to promote balance and 
‘harmony in any off-balance situation. Green is nlso used in any cir- 
‘cumstance requiring a freah, healthier outlook, or a repent or renewal 
‘of a spell in order to perpetuate it, or protect it from deterioration, 


BLUE 


Light blue isthe color of devotion and inspiration. It traditionally 
represents Peace and Blessings in the home, Immortality, Tanquil- 
lig, and Masculine Youth or Innocence. Light blue is often used by 
‘women to keep a man “faithful, to retain a son's love in spite of a 
‘hontile influence, ete. Hence the ierm “true blue" 


Deeper, vivid Royal blue ia the calor ofthe Jupiter planctary in- 
‘uence, and represents laughter and joialty, eyalty on a commu- 
nal level, successful group enterprise, and expansion. Study the ef- 
fects of the Japiter influence carefully before electing to invoke this 
power, asthere are many misconceptions over ths controversial planet, 
tin one power which can easily run amok ifn properly used. 


PURPLE 


Purple is the color of Sovereignty or Royalty, Dignity, Wisdom, 
Idealiam, Prychic manifestation, and Spirit contact. Therefore it is 
used when great Spiritual power is necessary. 


Purple i effectively used against Black Magi, demoniae pons 
sice (to drive away evil) to break up a “jinxed” condition, and for 
Spiritual oF Paychic healing. It is also used to throw up a veil of Spri- 
tual protection. 


INDIGO 


Candles of such a dark hue that they are closely akin to black, but 
‘actually a purplish-blue, are the ealor of the Saturn planctary influ: 
‘ence, and used primarily to promote inertia, They are an excellent 
choice for deep meditation, as they tand to still the mind of any men- 
tal activity. They are popularly burned in rituals wherein you wish to 
haat the actions of someone ~ to stop gossip, los, undesirable compo 
tition, or to neutralize another's magic. Indigo is also used to expedite 
Karma, or for “repentence", leaving a clearer insight and wisdom 
rained by experience. 


‘This color is rarely mentioned in most candle burning books, be 
‘cause itis often difficult to find ~ being available usually enly in the 
dinner taper and pillar types, and available mostly in places where 
candles are sold primarily for their ornamental value. 


Magenta isnot acolo of the spectrum, but actualy an ilusicnary 
“oacillation,” between the infra-red and ultra vislet bands, vibrating 
fat avery high frequency. It i a penetrating colo, and denctes Super 
Power. This color”is named for the Bagi, and literally means “Magic 
Color” and symbolizes Omnipotence. It will penetrate all planes, ix 
‘theric in nature, and has the tendency to work fast Magenta may be 
‘burned with other colored candles to promote speedy action, oF by 
itaelf to expedite a lagging result. It is positively the best color for 
Spiritual Healing, Exoreiams and quick changes of a favorable 
ture, You must be certain that itis w clean, vibrant hue, preferably 
AMourescent, Less vibrant shades tend to exert a decidedly Scorpio 
influence, which may or may not be what you want. 


SILVER (or Light Gray) 

‘This is traditionally the color of Stability and Neutrality. Candles 
ofthis color are burned to remove evil influences, orto neutralize any 
existing undesirable vibrations. Silver candles used with meditation 
help toaid the development of paychie abilities and ESP. 


‘Metallic Silver Altar candles can be used to invoke the assistance 
‘of The Great Mother, or Goddess aspect of Deity 


BROWN 


Brown isthe color of the soil~ Earth, and ita vibration is concen 
trated in the material plane. Some people like to bara brown candles 
{in times of financial crisis, ax it allegedly attracts money and finan- 
cial success, 


Brown Altar candlos may be used on occasions to attract the Earth 
Spirits, who must always be remunerated for their aid, and properly 
dismissed, oF returned to the Earth with a special Ritual. Many will 
toss a penny into the hole, when they bury the drippings and rerm- 
rants of the spell. Others like to place special “gift” upon the Altar, 
‘some traditions listing a large pantheon of Spirits, and each one ro- 


quiring a special gift (euch as a cigar, a glass of whiskey, a flower, an 
‘earof corn. ete) These gifts are buried, ofcourse, withthe remnants 
‘of the ritual
